PUNCTURED. 
AN ABSURD SENSATION FROM A DIRTY SOURCE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 
Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 13.—The Chicago 
Times charges editorially that unimpeachable 
evidence can be produced in that city to prove 
that, on the occasion of the late return of Secre- 
tary Bristow's family from Europe, eighteen of 
their tranks were taken off at a point down the 
bay by a revenue cutter, and brought directly to 
the city and landed without being subjected to 
examination. Attorney-General Pierrepont, 
whose family returned with that of Gen. Bris- 
tow's, anthorizes the statement that he started 
down the bay upon the revenue cutter with the 
Secretary for the purposes of meeting 
their families, -but met the steamer on 
which they were near her dock, consequently 
they did not board ber till she was rounding to 
at her wharf. The matter of baggage examina- 
tion was talked over when they started, and the 
officers upon the cutter were notified that 
NO BAGGAGE WOULD BE BROUGHT OFF, 
and, as a matter of fact, no member of either 
family even carried off the ship the usual small 
hand-bag. Further, no member of either family 
waited to see the examination, but the 
keys were left with the attendants with 
instructions to the Oustoms officer to 
make a thorough search, and collect duty upon 
all dutiable articles. Abe whole party then 
drove to the hotel, leaving every article of 
baggage to be fally examined. A full schedule 
of duties due under the declarations which all 
made were paid the next day by Secretary Dris- 
tow in person. This

'  @PEKE'S LATITUDES CORRECTED. 

I took my observations twice a day with a sea hori- 
zon—one at noon for latitude, and one in the after- 
noon for longitude—and I am sorry to say that, if I 
am right, Speke is about 14 miles wrong in his lati- 
tude along the whole coast of Uganda. The mouth 
of the: River, for mstance, according to his 
map, is 4 little south of the Equator. Ihave made it 
by meridian altitude, observed April , to be im lati- 
tude O deg. 16 min. 0 see, north. Thus it is with 
nearly ali his latitudes. His longitudes and mine vary 
but little; but this is easily accounted for. The longi- 
tude of any position ean be taken with a chronometer, 
sextant, and artificial horizon, with the same accuracy 
on land as on sea, H there is any diflerence, it is 
very likely to exist in the error of the chronometers. 
What instruments Speke possessed to obtain his lati- 
but, if he found the 
altitude of the sum ascending sbove 65 
deg. he could never obtsin it with an 
ordinary sextant except by double altitude, and that 
method is not so exact as taking a simple meridian on 
a quiet lake, with an ample horizon of water. But there

The Ku-Klux murder trial of Jom Bor- 
Linzer and Alu Barn at Murphysboro, 
III., terminated late Tuesday night, bat the 
verdict was not presented in court until yes- 
terday morning. The jury found the prison- 
ers guilty of murder in the first degree as 
charged in the indictment, and fixed the 
penalty at imprisonment in the Penitentiary 
for a term of twenty-five years. A new trial 
was refused, and the prisoners will be taken 
to Joliet to-day, unless the Supreme Court 
interferes with a supersedeas. For 
the sake of ite moral effect, and its 
influence in furnishing an example of 
the law’s terrible retribution, it is to 
be regretted that the jury did not 
find for the penalty of death by hanging. 
If Butarxer and Barn were guilty at all, 
they were guilty of a crime whose atrocity 
surpasses that of murder, for, according to 
the testimony of Musrcx and Crary, these 
men were the real assassins, since it was their 
money which hired and paid for the bloody 
work, and the rendering up of their cowadly 
lives would be but poor purishment at most. 
But it ig encouraging to know that the power 
of the law has been asserted in that hitherto 
lawless region, and that the machinery of the 
courts has been set in motion to some pur- 
pose at last, 


HOW THE ViCTORY WAS WON. 

The real extent of the Republican victory 
in Ohio can be best estimated by considering 
the obstacles the party had to overcome and 
the disadvantages under which it labored. 
Comparison between the present returas and 
those of 1873, when Am was elected by 
817 majority, do not show the real character 
of the victory. The vote of 1873 was com- 
paratively light. The Democrats polled 214,- 
654 votes and the Republicans 213,837. 
There was no particular issue pending in the 
campaign to produce an excitement and 
bring out a vigorous rivalry. In addition to 
this, the panic was just then sweeping over 
the country and made men oblivious of po- 
litical issues. The Republicans were apathet- 
ic, and put forth no strong, organized effort, 
and the Democrats slipped in and stole a vic- 
tory which surprised them more than it did 
the Republicans. Last fall, however, there 
was real work in the political field. 
The campaign was vigorous and stub- 
born. The issue was clearly and sharp- 
ly defined. The Democrats went into 
the campaign with a well-developed plan 
which had been settled upon not only for 
Ohio but for every Northern State which held 
an election, and, with one or two exceptions, 
it succeeded. Opposition to Grant's Ad- 
ministration, to the alleged frauds of corrupt 
men in the North and carpet-baggers in the 
South, and to the general management of na- 
tional affairs, was the basis of the Democratic 
success, and the issue called out a largely- 
increased vote over that of 1873. The Demo- 
crats polled 238,406 votes, and the Republic- 
ans 221,204, an increase of 21,119 votes over 
the aggregate vote of 1873, and the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Secretary of State was 
elected by 17,202 majority,—an increase of 
16,385 over the majority of 1873. Again, 
the State had not recovered from the opera- 
tions of the crusaders, and the temperance, 
or rather prohibition, question thus be- 
came a distracting element, which hampered 
the Republicans at every step. This con- 
janction of adverse circumstances threw the 
State into the hands of the Democrats. It 
gave them the Legislature, with a majority of 
17,000 behind them. It gave them Hamilton 
County, and Cuyahoga County, and other Re- 
publican strongholds. It gave them Cleve- 
land, Toledo, Dayton, Zanesville, the State 
Capital, and all the principal towns and cities. 
This great majority the Republicans, in this 
contést, have had to overcome. They have 
ad to wrest from the Democrats all these 
places, in which every one supposed the Dem- 
ocrats were securely lodged. 

There was another obstacle, however, great- 
er than any of these, which the Republicans 
Have had to overcome,—the discontent and 
delusions of the laboring classes. Ohio has 
more iron-furnaces aud coal-mines than any 
other State except Pennsylvania. The panic 
of 1873 had a more disastrous effect upon 
these branches of industry than upon any 
other, It put out the firesunder the furnaces. 
It closed the doors of the iron-works. 
It stopped operations in the coal-mines. It 
threw thousands of men out of work, and 
they found themselves out of labor and out 
of money, with a hard winter approaching. 


It spread discontent and distress in every di- 


rection. The men who operate these furnaces 
and coal-mines are illiterate, credulous, and 
easily deceived and misled. They found 
themselves either with very low waged or 


with no wages at all. They found their fam- 


ilies suffering for the necessities of life, and 
they saw no way of escape except in a blind 
and infatuated opposition to capital which 


led them into strikes, only entailing upon 


them still more sufferingand distress. While 
in this despondent condition, the rag-money 
demagogues seized upon them. They stuck 
to them like leeches, and plied them with 
sophistical arguments and glittering promises 
which they eagerly swallowed. They showed 
them that when money was scarce, the only 
remedy was to make more of it,—to print it

THE LOCAL CAMPAIGN, 

Now that the Ohio election is over, and the 
people are again vindicated from the imputa- 
tion of dishonesty upon which the Ohio 
Democratic inflationists based their hopes of 
success, the people of Chicago and Cook 
County should confine all their political 
thoughts to the approaching local election. 
The county election this fall involves an issue 
of paramount importance, viz.: The honest, 
decent, and economical administration of the 
county affairs. The absence of a city ticket, 
by reason of the Supreme Ourt's charter 
decision, has a tendency to belittle the elec- 
tion in the minds of the people, and it seems 
to be generally believed that it is merely a 
question whether or not Mn Hausrne shail be 
elected County Treasurer. There is a good 
deal more than this involved, and Mr. Hes- 
ma's personal success or defeat is compar- 
atively insignificant by the side of the public 
interest involved in the contest. Of much 
more importance is the choice of five County 
Commissioners to fill the vacancies that occur 
in the Board this year. This B controls the 
finances of the county, and makes all the 
contracts for the expenditure of the money. 
Recent events have given the public ample 
reason to suspect that the Board is controlled 
by a Ring to plunder the.tax-payers on every 
occasion that presents. The construction ef 
the Court-House will make their or portuni- 
ties during the next two years especially nu- 
merous and fertile. If five good, bonest tax- 
payers can be elected this year, the Ring may 
be defeated, and hundreds of thousands 
saved to the public. The success of the tat- 
eaters who now call themselves fhe * Oppo- 
sition will fasten this Ring upon the people 
beyond any hope of escape. Two of our 
local Judges are to be elected, and the duty of 
preserving the past high-standing, integrity, 
and fairness of our local judiciary must take 
precedence of Mr. Hestna’s personal ambition 
to be County Treasurer. It is not safe to in- 
trust the selection of our Judges to a local 
combination which has no other rwison d etre 
than that of public plunder. The respectable 
and tax-paying voters must keep these things 
well in mind, no matter what political party 
they may support for national purposes. 

We think the indications are that suffistient 
interest may be excited among the tax-ptyers 
not to permit this election to go by de/‘ault. 
Certainly every Republican, outside of those 
who have become identified with the bum- 
mers’ combination as officeholders; will be 


encouraged by the Ohio victory to do his | 


duty as a voter, in order to rescue his own 
home from a worse condition of things, so 
far as Cook County tax-payers are concerned, 
than was threatened in Ohio by the eloction 
of ALL. The return of the Libera! Ger- 
mant in that State, almost en masse, to the 
Republican party will exert its influence on 
the Germans of Cook County, already predis- 
posed to the same course. There was no Re- 
publican ticket when they voted wit): the so- 
called People’s Party two years ago, and they 
voted as they did on a question of personal 
rights, and not with the purpose o'r expecta- 
tion of providing ‘the city and county 
with a set of officeholders who at 
once plunder and disgrace them. The 
German tax-payers have np more 
interest in sustaining this corrupt combina- 
tion of Foreign Know-Nothings than have 
American tax-payers, and even the pleasure 
of electing Mr. Hs, County Treasurer 
will scarcely induce them to secrifice their 
own interests and the interests of the public. 

The reputable portion of the Democratic 
party have likewise come to the conclusion 
that they will not be responsible for a con- 
tinuance of the present condition of things. 
The seriousness of their determination in this 
regard is apparent from the sivaultaneous 
appearance of a call for a Demomratic Con- 
vention signed by gentlemen cf excellent 
standing, and the passage of arasolution by 
theJeffersonian Clubof a similar purport. The 
Jeffersonian Club have resolved to nominate a 
ticket in spite of the personal presence and 
opposition of Mr. Hxsine, who is a promi- 
nent member of the organization. In other 
words, they refuse to act with the tax-eaters, 
bummers, and scalawags upon whom Mr. 
Hestxe prefers to rely to elect him County 
Treasurer. They probably resented Mr. 
Hrsrxo's announcement that there is no 
such thing as a Democratic party in the State 
of Illinois.” There are members of the Jef. 
fersonian Club and gentlemen wrho signed 
the call for the Democratic Convesation who 
will either vote the Republican ticket or 
never vote again in their lives, if there is noth- 
ing left for them but the disreputable mon- 
grel combination of tax-eaters who now call 
themselves the Opposition.

PILY A POOR PROPHET. 

Prophesying is dangerous business some- 
times. It was dangerous in Ohio day before 
yesterday. The Cincinnati Enquirer is 
doubtless convinced of that fact. The n- 
quirer of Tuesday morning had an editorial 
page made up mainly of bluff, not to say 
brag. One of its paragraphs ended with this 
pleasing bit of prophetic lore: ‘“ The votes 
to elect Au will all be in the box by 6 
o'clock this evening.” But when 6 o'clock 
came the votes were not in the box. That 
box, though swept bare, though raked with a 


“fine-tooth comb, though examined with mi- 


croscopes of unparalleled magnifying power, 
could not yield up the votes that the En- 
quirer’s prophetic editor saw in it. In one or 
two other cases, this oracle grew Delphic. He 
propounded certain statements which read, 
and were meant to read, like direct prophe- 
cies of success. Closer inspection shows, 
however, that a loop-hole is left for escape. 
It is a small loop-hole, and the inflated In- 
quirer must have suffered considerable pain 
in creeping through it, when the darkness of 
Tuesday night proved to bea pall for Bru 
Auten. Heére is one of these Tuesday talks, 
so unkindly contradicted by Tuesday’s facts: 
The meeting at Robinson's Opera-House 
last night, if it had any significance, meant 
victory to-day.” On this showing, it must be 
evident even to the Enguirer that the meet- 
ing at Robinson’s Opera-House had absolutely 
no significance, none at all, and any editor 
who thought it had made a gi 
gantic blunder. Unfortunately for the En- 
quirer, this is not the only narrow 
aperture through which it must crawl. For 
here is a third quotation from Tuesday’s pa- 
per: The outside was considered bright 
everywhere for the cause of the people—that

It had a nice screen 
constructed outside its office and a big magic 
lantern aimed at the screen, but the dissolv- 
ing figures thrown upon the white surface 
merely chronicled the dissolving hopes of 
the MoLzan-PENDLETON-ALLEN-Ewinae-Caky- 
crowd. Tuesday's paper contains a plain- 
tive appeal to the populace to look at the 
screen and not rush up-stairs and bother the, 
editors with questiogs. The reason 
for the request was explained to be 
that the editors would have all they could do 
to grapple with the returns. They seem to 
have had more than they could do, The re- 
turns grappled with them and knocked them 
out of time. That coffin which was drawn in 
the Exposition procession of Cincinnati 
should be used to bury both the Ohio rag- 
baby and the hopes of the Cincinnati En- 
quirer. If there is any room left, it can be 
filled up with afew of the Presidential candi- 
dates slaughtered by Tuesday’s vote in the 
hard-money State of Ohio. 


CONSEQUEN CES OF THE OHIO ELECTION 
The result of the Ohio election is another 
evidence that no appeal addressed to the ig- 
norance and dishonesty of the American peo- 
ple can meet a favorable response. The 
Democratic party of Ohio made such an ap- 
peal, and the people answered it with an em- 
phatic rejection. We do not mean that all 
the people of Ohio who voted for inflation 
were ignorant and dishonest; but we do 
mean that all those who favor inflation from 
dishonest motives voted that way. The ques- 
tion of finance is more or less abstruse, 
and thousands of citizens, with entire 
honesty, who were unable to master 
the different phases of inflation were 
deceived into voting for that which, 
had they understood it, they would have 
spurned with contempt. The entire burden 
of the Democratic plea in Ohio was to so 
cheapen money that every man could pay his 
debts at the largest possible discount. The 
State of Ohio was a favorable State in which 
to make an issue. Parties were nearly equally 
divided. There had been a large deflection 
from the Republicans, which in 1874 had 
given the Democrats a majority of 17,000 
votes. The State was, geographically, mid- 
way between the East and the West. The 
coal and iron interests were large in Ohio, 
and the laboring population engaged in 
mining and in iron-making had suffered se- 
verely from the panic, and anxiously accept- 
ed the promise of more greenbacks as a de- 
liverance from hard times. But despite all 
these favoring circumstances the people of 
Ohio rejected the offer of dishonest money. 
The of this election will not 
be confined to Ohio. It was a national issue, 
—one intended to affect the polities and 
business of the whole country. The disas- 
trous defeat of ALLxx will stiffen the purpose 
of the hard-money Democrats all over the 
country, and it will carry over to them, as to 
the winning side, the multitude of Democrats 
who have been indifferent on the subject. It 


the National Democratie Convention and 
claim that they can carry Ohio on a rag- 
money platform. Norcan they claim to carry 
Illinois or Indiana on that issue, when the 
circumstances are even less favorable than 
they were in Ohio, They have not anything 
to offer as a contribution to the general suc- 
cess which will not be Democratic as well 
upon a hard-money as upon a soft-money 
platform. The hard-money faction, thero- 
fore, will necessarily have its own way in the 
Convention, and the softs must abide their 
action, or seek an affinity elsewhere. 

The effect of this election upon the Repub- 
lican party will be hardly less decided. It 
leaves the Republican party no course to pur- 
sue but to adopt a resumption platform, and 
go unitedly in 1876 into the fight for sound 
money. In the light of the Ohio election 
any policy other than this must be fatal. The 
Republicans of Ohio have passed through a 
trial of the most unexampled character. 
Though there was a oney ele- 
ment in the Democratic of Ohio, it did 
not aid the Republicans, but gave its undi- 
vided support to Atuzn. The conflict was 
one from which the timid shrunk, but it was 
bravely met, and the foremost Republicans of 
Ohio made the battle fairly and squarely. 
The result shows the bad policy of hesitation 
and equivocation, and that truth and honesty 
are invincible when presed upon the intel- 
ligence of the people. 

Weare fully aware that there is a large body 
of Republicans who are as zealous in favor 
of inflation as were PznpieTon and ALLEN. 
Of course the larger part of these will recog- 
nize the wisdom and necessity of acting with 
their party, and will forego any attempt to 
commit it to the defeated and abandoned 
policy of the Ohio Democrats. They will 
not think of taking up the exploded policy 
of Br, ALI, Sam Cary, and Tom Ewma, 
so indignantly spurned by the people of 
Ohio, and which has not a decent following 
in any Eastern State. But there is a 
faction of men in the Democratic 
and Republican parties whose polit- 
ical relations are subordinate to their 
personal financial condition. These are the 
speculators and wholly or half-bankrupt 
operators whose fancy stocks, bonds, jobs, 
and visionary enterprises have never recov- 
ered from the collapse of 1873. These, with 
a long list of demagogues already discarded 
by their own parties, will constitute a party 
of impracticables which will cling to 
the rag-baby. These impracticables of 
both parties may find it necessary to 
have a third party, and we think 
it probable they will organize one. They 
will start off with a brilliant array of leaders, 
including Wexpett Ps, WriiaM ALT- 
ten, Peren Coorzr, Dan Voor, Bex 
Buran, Sam Cary, ALEXANDER CAMPBELL, 
Moses W. Fm, A. G. Cunrm, Riomarp 
Trevetiice, James Bucnanan, of Indianapo- 
lis, Tom Ewa, Tom Scorr, Judge Kettey, 
Speaker Hanves, Anpy Cameron, and the 
whole communistic fraternity, with perhaps 
a half-dozen starveling papers now pension- 
ers on one or the other of the existing parties. 

The few of these who ever had any politic- 
al standing have been repudiated by their 
former political associates. This party, with 
Puriirs and Voornexzs, or Burt and Sam 
Cary, would offer an opportunity for the 
inflationists to prove their strength among 
the people. Certain it is that inflation will 
be distinctly disclaimed by both the Demo- 
cratic and Republican National Conventions 
of 1876. 

An important consequence of this election 
in Ohio will be the elevation it will give to 
American credit. The emphatic repudiation 
by the people of Ohio of the appeal to their 
ignorance and dishonesty will answer the 
taunts of Europeans that the people, if left 
to themselves, will repudiate their debts and 
vote themselves free of taxation. In 1868, 
the Democratic party proposed to pay the 
public debt with irredeemable greenback 
scrip, and the country overwhelmingly re- 
jected it. The proposition to repudiate all 
debts, public and private, and the national 
verdict on that question, is foreshadowed by 
the Ohio election. 


ENGLAND’S FUGITIVE SLAVE LAV. 

The force of public opinion in Great Brit- 
ain has again manifested itself with signal 
success. The publication of a few lines of 
news containing the substance of a circular 
issued by the Lords of the Admiralty to naval 
officers was instantly followed by a swarm of 
pungent editorials, movements to get up pe- 
titions, and general remonstrauce. The fa- 
vorite amusement of the grieved Briton is to 
write to the papers. He did so in this in- 
stance with a vigor that showed he was more 
than usually in earnest. These first mutter- 
ings of the gathering storm of public indig- 
nation scared the Admiralty into a hasty revo- 
cation of the offensive circular. Its original 
issuance amounted to an enactment of a 
fugitive slave law strongly resembling that of 
1850 in this country, by which the slave- 
owners added fuel to the flame they wished 
to quench. The cause or pretext for it was 
also much the same as that alleged at Wash- 
ington aquerter of a century ago. Numbers 
of slaves have escaped from their masters to 
British ships lying at anchor in foreign slave 
ports. The flag has made them free. Hence 
has come diplomatic complaint, correspond- 
euce, and trouble. The Admiralty, in the at- 
tempt to remedy this, committed the same 
blunder in the way of too stringent an enact- 
ment that wefell into. The circular not only 
forbade the officers in charge of a ship to re- 
ceive a fugitive slave on board, except when 
his life was in danger, but actually directed 
that a slave who reached the shelter of the 
Union-Jack should not be suffered to claim 
it after it has been proved to 
the satisfaction of the officer in charge that 
he is legally a slave.” As no man is legally a 
slave on English soil, and so on English 
decks, this was tantamount to saying that a 
British ship in foreign waters was subject to

France is following in the wake of Ger- 
many in military matters, but not with the 
happiest of results. The execution of the 
new military law, which is based upon the 
German law, and which drafts from his home 
every man who attained 20 years of age 
in 1867, is creating general discontent. The 
poor complain of it because it takes them 
from their work, and they lose their wages. 
The wealthy classes complain because they 
have to associate with the refuse of the popu- 
lation. Some manufactories have had to be 
closed because the owners have had to take 
arms and commence training. The corre- 
spondent of the Boston Saturday Hvening 
Gazette, in commenting upon the new 
law, predicts that it will prove the 
destruction of the French army, and says: 
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The instant war is declared, these raw re- 


eruits will be drafted into the army, and there 
will be, on the commencement of hostilities, 
five raw recruits in each regiment to one 
trained soldier; there consequently will be 
no army, but a throng of militia, which, ou 
the battle-field, would be impossible to han- 
dle. The disasters of the last war will seem 
light when compared to the routs of the next 
war, if this military organization be main- 
tained.” To this might be added that the 
training of these raw recruits is merely super- 


ficial as compared with the training of the. 


German militia. The French are trained for 
a few days in the manual of arms; the Ger- 
mans for weeks in the actual artof war. The 
French make a holiday show of their 
training; the Germans are subjected to 
all the labor and fatigue of an 
active campaign in its every de- 
tail, except the slaughter of men. Anoth- 
er feature of the execution of this military 
law is the apprehension that m giving mili- 
tary training to the refuse population of 
towns and cities, they are training the Com- 
mune. The spirit of the Commune was not 
suppressed by the massacres following the 
elose of the Franco-German war. The Com- 
mune still lives. The wealthy are hated as 
bitterly as ever. There is still the same do- 
sire for a general distribution of property, a 
general disregard of all laws, and a general 
extirpation of religionists that manifested it- 
self a few years ago with terrible atrocity 
and cruelty,.and it only needs a general war 
to develop this desire into a demand. 
When the next war comes with Germany 
the Commune will blaze out again and more 
formidably than before, as the Communists 
under this new law will have had the benefit 
of military training which they did not have 
before. It is evident the Germans have little 
to fear from the sudden spasm of military 
energy in France. They are evidently de- 
termined, however, not to be surprised by 
any action of the French Government, as 
they followed up this new French measure 
with an immensely-increased military appro- 
priation. 

The Russian authorities are troubled about 
a new internal foe of the prosperity of the 
Empire. This is fire. There has been no 
repetition of the Moscow calamity, but imi- 
tations of it on a small scale are of everyday 
occurrence. The annual loss amounts to 
many millions of roubles. The only means 
of protection are volunteer fire-brigades, and 
these are fewin number. Lightning is re- 
sponsible for 4 per cent of the fires, and in- 
cendiarism for 5 per cent. Carelessness is 
credited with the rest. These, however, are 
the official figures, and Russian figures of this 
sort chan and do lie with great directness. 
The Russian is revengeful, fanatical. The 
nation is split up into an infinite 
variety of political, religions, and po- 
litico- religious parties. It presents pret- 
ty nearly the same social state, mutatis 
mutandis, that led to the machinery-breaking 
and rick-burning in England and the anti- 
patroon riots in New York. Incendiarism is 
the natural effect of such a condition of 
affairs, and it is not improbable that the pro- 
portion of incendiary fires is much greater 
than the official figures admit. The Empire 
has stringent laws about putting out fires, 
bat very few for their prevention. What is 
needed, especially in the large cities, is a fire- 
limits and a building law. Oneof the masses

TURKEY. 
WHAT FRANCE WILL vo. 

Panis, Oct. 13.—The L'Moniteur says the 
Government has decided that it is not entitled 
to directiy intervene in Turkish internal affairs, 
yet it will raise the question of a guarantee of 
loaus through diplomatic agents. 

A ITERZEGOVINIAN SUCCESS. 

Vienna, Sept. 23.—Accounts which come in 
from Ragusa confirm in 6 great measure the in- 
surgent accounts of their success against Hus- 
sein Pasha on the 18th aud 19th inst. On the 
18th the insurgents secured a portion of thecon- 
voy which was going from Ragusa to 
Trebinje under a small Turkish es- 
cort, and withdrew to the, wild moun- 
tain gorge of Glarsko, which lies on 
one side of the road. It can be overlooked 
from the heights above Ragusa, so that the at- 
tacks of Hussein Pasha mext day could be 
watched. The Turks had como out with four 
baitalions of reguiars and three bodies of irregu- 
lars. Instead of arranging a combined operation 
with this force, Hussein Pasha, it seems, tried to 
feel his way in the difficult and dangerous dis- 
trict, and sent in one detachment after the other, 
so that the insurgents, who had taken up an ad- 
vantageoas position on the heights, could attack 
one after the other. When the Turkish force 
had been thus beaten in detail, the insurgents 
took on their side the offensive and converted 
the retreat of the Turke into a defeat. The last 
accounts are more moderate in their estimate 
of the Turkish loss, for instead of 200 left dead 
on the fleld they only speak of 
80, and of 110 wounded, while on 
the insurgent side 38 dead and a large number 
of wounded are admitted. The numbers given 
of the losses on both sides may be smaller or 
larger, but the fact that the Turks could not free 
the position of the Insmeents ie undeniable, as 
well as that the Insurgents not only succeeded 
in securing the convoy captured the day before, 
but ia the pursuit likewise eucceeded in driviug 
away a considerabie number of cattie and sheep 
from the Turkish villages on the road to 
Trebinje. Besides the moral prestige gained, 
this is the real substantial advantago which the 
Insurgents have won by this successful engege- 
ment. Itenablesthem to hoid out in their 
mouutain retreats, which. otherwise, they might 
have had, perhaps, toleave. It enabies them, 
‘likewise, to keep together in larger bodies, 
which, from the want of provisions, was before 
impossible. Whether, encouraged by this suc- 
cess, they will be able to hold out in the open 
field remains to be seen. 

THE CONSCLAB COMMISSION. 

Vrenna, Sept. 26.—A portion of the Consular 
Commission has returned from the insurgent 
districts to Mosta. They have been able to 
convince themselves that, with few exceptions, 
the Insurgents are ready to lay their 
grievances before the Turkish Commissioner 
and to enter imto negotiatioas; but they 
desire that hostilities agaiust them should be 
suspeuded during the negotiations, and they 
consider the eventual guarantee of the great 
Powers for the reforms to be made in the ad- 
ministration and ia the system of taxation in- 
dispensable, as without that a permanent pacifi- 
cation would bo ulusory. 

Accordiag to the reports of the Oonsula, the 
districts passed through are frightfully devas- 
tated by burning and plundering on both sides, 
and the population decimated by maladies, so 
that if there is not rapid help the country will 
be ruined for many years. 

THE AUSTRIAN POLICY. 

In the Committee for Foreign Affaire of the 
Hungarian Dolegation. Count Andrassy, being

It is not improbable tbat this false 
system lad its origin in the jealousy of Chicago which 
is entertained by some of the traders in New York, and 
finds its expression in petty acts like this. There are, 
however, too many honorable-minded men in the 
business to make it possible to perpetuate such an in- 
justice, if they are once satiafied that it Arista. Our 
Board of Trade would only do justice to itself and to 
the great West, of which it is the commercial repre- 
sentative, to inquire into the matter, and to take steps 
to convince their brethren of the seat an, if inveeti- 
gation slows that there is just cause for complaint in 
the matter. 

We called attention in Tur Tutor of yesterday to 
the fact that receipts for the lower grades of wheat in 
the Union and Rock Island Elevators were dis- 
counted something like lc per bu from current 
prices for the same grades in other houses, The 
same fact was observable in the market yesterday. 
With regard to the Union,” there ia a legitimate 
reason for the discrimination, the stoda of those 
grades being so small as to make it difflet lt to com- 
plete a cargo there; and the taking om of a load at 
more than one house involves an extra expense. But 
that ie not the reason in the other. case, The Rock 
Island receipts for No, 3 and rejected wheat are dis- 
criminated against by shippers, because tliose gentle- 
men do not believe that they are worth so much as ro- 
ceipts for grain in other houses. We donot say that 
this impression is well founded, but that h does exist 
is too well known to admit of dispute. I¢ also seems 
to be trus that the wheat that is received into the 
Rock Island from the country is fully equal in quality 
to the average elsewhere, There is a dfference of 
opinion as to the quality of wheat that is delivered 
from the Rock Island. 4 _ gentleman, who 
ought to know, stoutly asserted yesterday 
that the quality is equal; but he is 
not a shipper, and his opinion has no weight in deter- 
mining prices. Meanwhile, the owner of grain who is 
fortunate enough to send his wheat into this city over 
the Rock Island Road is obliged to submit to the mor- 
tification and the loss due to this prejudice his 
wheat inspects into the lower grades. One would think 
that an effort would be made to do away with this odi- 
ous difference, and the subject is horeby commended 
to the notice of the State authorities, who have as- 
sumed the responsibility of grading the grain that 
comes into this city, both on its arrival ud when it 
len ves. The warehouse proprietors seem to be power- 
less in the matter; they are obliged to tano in the 
grain that is offered, and to take it as rated by the in- 
spectors, If the Board of Trade had jurisdiction, 
the question would probably be handled without kid 
gioves,—as it ought to be, 

The demand for dry goods continues “airly active, 
but is not as brisk ae a fortnight ago. Groceries met 
with a liberal inquiry, and, if coffees be excepted, the 
prevalent feeling was quite as firm as at tle beginning 
of the week. Butter was again active, and commanded 
fully previous prices, Cheese was stronger, The 
dried-frait market is becoming more active, and for 
all domestics and most lines of imported fruits there 
is decidedly firmer feeling.

14th was a very warm day, and we were laying 
in camp on the Spearfish. During the afternoon, 
dark clouds arose in the northwest, that threatened to 
sweep over us; but a counter-current of air carried 
them away to the eastward, This was about 5 o’clock 
in the afternoon, The following morning, at half-past 
9, while i the locality visited by the shower, 
we picked up handfuls of large hailstones that lay on 
the ground melting in the sun ; some of them were as 
large as hen’s eggs. What must they have been when 
they fell, seventeen hours before ? 

It is now over three weeks since we left the interior 
of the Black Hills, and, during this time, treading close 
upon the last of September, we have bad no weather as 
cold as that we encountered in the Hills during the 
months of July and August. There have been afew 
white frosta, and some ice has formed; but it has not 
been as cold as in the Black Hille, If this state of at- 
fairs obtains as a rule, these valleys on the north and 
east of the Black Hills will be a rich agricultural coun- 
try. In fact, the warmest weather that we have had 
during the entire summer has been in September, 
since we left the Hills. 

BEAR BUTTE

to the firm business, a dock was rented to the 
firm by the Houghs, an office was opened, and 
all the partners began work vigorously, pre- 
pared to find millious in it. 

But they have not found any as yet, and that 
is the trouble. Campbell contributed in all in 
money and horses, wagons, étc., about $4,337, 
and the complainants put in $4,550, including 
$2,600 on account of rent of their duck. A large 
amount of wood and coal was bought, and the 
notes of the firm, payable at a future time, given

There were in operation the end of the 
year 72,833 miles of line, 179,294 miles of wire, 
and 6,565 offices. number of m 
transmitted during the year was 17,153,710, au 
increase of 824,454 over the preceding year. The 
capital etock of the Company is „073.410, of 
which the Company owns and now bas in the 
treasury, $7,235,955. The difference, $33,787,- 
475, ia the amount of capital stock outstanding, 
which has been increased $1,800 during the 
vear by the issue of eighteen shares in exchange 
for stock of companies leased to the Western 
Union, and which have small amounts of cafi- 
tal outstanciag, on which interest is paid as 
rental, The bonded debt of the Company, Jan. 
1, 1874, wae $5,946,900, of which $1,498,000 is
